The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains the phrase "The 
disclosure includes" (line 2) which is implied and should be deleted, because in line 5, "bi-pass" 
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should be changed to - by-pass and because the last four lines of the abstract are non- 
idiomatic. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Appropriate 
correction is required. 

On page 1, third to last line, "th" should be changed to ~ the — . 
On page 2, line 5, "bi-pass" should be changed to ~ by-pass — . 
On page 3, line 1, "1 la" should be changed to - 1 1 ~. 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: 

Claim 2, which recites different pitches of the helix, has no antecedent basis in the 
specification. 

Examiner Suggestions to Claim Language

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: Appropriate correction 
is required. 
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In claim 1, line 4, "bi-pass" (both occurrences) should be changed to ~ by-pass ~. 

In claim 1, line 6, "a" (second occurrence) should be deleted. 

Claim 2 should end with a period. 

In claim 4, line 2, "course" should be changed to — circuit 

In claim 4, line 2, "input" should be changed to ~ inlet ~. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is not 
supported by either a credible asserted utility or a well established utility. The claimed invention 
is not supported by a credible asserted utility, because Applicant has disclosed no credible utility 
other than being a system that obtains more energy output at the shaft output 1 la to the generator 
12 than the energy required to drive the pump 3. This system is a "perpetual motion machine". 
This violates the first law of thermodynamics, which is a special case of the law of conservation 
of energy (energy may be transformed firom one kind to another, but it cannot be created or 
destroyed; the total energy is constant), because the system supposedly produces more energy in 
the form of work that the energy that is supplied to it, and once started, would supposedly run 
indefinitely.

Claims 1-4 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the disclosed invention is 
inoperative and therefore lacks utility. The fluid enters the bypass tube 4 at inlet 3 and exits the 
bypass tube at outlet 7. There is no check valve in main circuit 1 and fluid exiting the outlet 7 
will take the path of least resistance, which is back to the bypass inlet 3. Fluid exiting the outlet 
7 will therefore not impinge on the helix 9 and will not drive the generator 12, because it will 
take the path of least resistance, which is back to the bypass inlet 3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Specifically, since the 
claimed invention is not supported by either a credible asserted utiHty or a well established utility 
for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art clearly would not know how to use the 
claimed invention. 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Fanelli is cited to show an electrical energy generating system with a main circuit 
supplied air by a pump. 

Norton, Wheeler, and Morris are cited to show various water motors. 
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Holly is cited to show an impeller with an oblong fluid circuit. 
Wallace is cited to show a pump and motor arrangement with a fluid bypass. 
Thompson is cited to show a power generation system whereby fluid in a circuit drives a 
propeller of a generator.
